The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
remarks filed 8/24/04 regarding the rejection of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 is 
persuasive. The examiner contends that determining absorbent capacity of an 
absorbent core is a well-known procedure and within the level of one of ordinary skill in 
the art. Additionally, the overall claimed structure of an absorbent core having a crotch 
region with an absorbent capacity less than the total absorbent capacity of the 
absorbent core in combination with a removable and non-removable absorbent core is 
neither anticipated nor rendered obvious by the prior art of record.
